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Firefighters continue to make good progress,and fire perimeter 
growth has slowed again as of this morning, with containment 
up to 55% from 50%, with emissions estimated at 250-700 
tons PM2.5.

Smoke 

With yesterday’s decrease in fire emissions, we are seeing 
some limited improvement in this morning's smoke levels 
regionally, though local monitors still read in the Very 
Unhealthy range. These improvements will likely be limited, 
because terrain-driven winds will likely continue to inject some 
smoke into the Central Valley. Red Flag winds in the Feather 
River Canyon may intensify smoke emissions, but also provide 
better mixing locally, so we expect more variability in the 
smoke levels over the next 48 hours.

A Disaster Recovery Center is a place for residents to connect with the resources needed to 
recover and rebuild. Local, state, and federal agencies along with community organizations will 
assemble to answer questions about disaster assistance. 

What: Disaster Recovery Center 

When: 9:00am to 7:00pm, daily 

Where: Chico Mall (Former Sears building) - 1982 E 20th St, Chico, CA 95928 

Residents can register with FEMA for federal disaster assistance at the center. They can also 
access information about homeowner's insurance, steps to rebuild, how to identify personal 
items, the status of utilities, community and social services, and getting new documents that 
may have burned in the fire, among other resources. 

It is not necessary to visit a center to register for and receive federal disaster assistance. If 
possible, survivors should register with FEMA before visiting a recovery center. To register, go 
online to DisasterAssistance.gov or call the FEMA helpline at 800-621-3362. Help is available in 
most languages and phone lines are open 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. seven days a week until further 
notice. 

Disaster survivors who are deaf, hard of hearing or have a speech disability and use a TTY may 
call 800-462-7585 to register. Those who use 711 or VRS (Video Relay Service) or require 
accommodations while visiting a center may call 800-621-3362. All disaster recovery centers 
are accessible and equipped with tools to accommodate disaster survivors who need disability- 
related communication aids. 

Parking is free in the mall parking lot. The LAC is also surrounded by several city bus stops. The 
site is wheelchair accessible. 
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
